Mr. Carter, the Lion King, has announced his benefit at Batty’s Royal 
Amphitheatre to take place on Monday evening next, when a variety of 
entertainments will be performed. 

Mr.J.R. Newcombe, the lessee of the Swansea Theatre, has arranged 
with Mr. John Parry, the buffo singer, Miss Bianchi Taylor, and several 
other noted vocalists, to give a series of concerts throughout the principal 
towns of Wales. 

The committee of the Manchester Atheneum have made an arrange- 


ment with Charles Kemble, who commences a series of Shaksperian 


readings at that institution next week. General Tom Thumb also visits 
this city, when he will have the splendid little miniature carriage (that has 
just been completed for him in London), down with him. 

Milan, Aug.27.—The arrangements made by the Impresario Marelli 
for the opening of La Scala appear to be highly efficient, and the season 
commenced under very favorable auspices last week, and that splendid 
edifice, the chef'd’'euvre of Piermarini, noted for its ample accommoda- 
tion, was crowded toexcess. The performance consisted of Bellini’s Z 
Capuleti e Montecchi, in which four performers new to this city, made 
their début—viz. La Gruitz, La Gresti, Gennare Ricci, and Fedrighini. 
La Gruitz possesses a powerful and magnificent organ, admirably suited 
for a large theatre, and were she to infuse a little more animation in her 
acting she would be a valuable acquisition. La Gresti has a good voice, 
but forgot at times that she was singing at La Scala, where every 
sound is perfectly audible, however distant from the proscenium, and con- 
sequently strained her upper notes rather too frequently. Ricci is a tenor 
of considerable merit, and aw fait of his business. The basso Fedri- 
ghini, inthe unimportant part of Capeilio, evinced also much tact in 
making the most of it. The ballet Prometso, a production of the prince 
of ballet-masters, the late Vigano, followed the opera. It was produced 
at Vienna in the past season, where it was deservedly successful, and it 


met with the same fate here. The mise en seene was superb, and sauf 


a few defects in the machinery—an occurrence almost inseperable from 
a first representation of a grand mythological ballet—it was received with 
warm and reiterated plaudits by the audience. The Maestro Verdi, 
who is now at Bergamo conducting his last new work, Ernani, is shortly 
expected here. Mdlle. Fanny Elssler is engaged for the carnival season, 
and Evnani is to be performed on Saturday next, with Gabussi, the 
tenor Guasco, Manousi, and the Basso Marini. 

East India Theatricals.—Mrs. Deacle, otherwise Caroline Darling, 
alias Miss Desborough, was married, at Calcutta, to Captain Andrews, 
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(Unattached), of the 52nd Regiment of Native Infantry. They have 


gone to Bombay. to undertake the management of the theatre there. 
Mr. Barry, formerly of Cambridge, has settled at Calcutta. Miss Cowell 
is also at Calcutta, though unfortunately unemployed. Mr. Alfred 
Ormond has returned to England by the late Overland Mail. The day 
before he left Calcutta the theatre had been bought by the Baptists for 
the purpose of converting it into a chapel. Thus has the drama ceased 
to exist in Calcutta.
